mony , attorney s added, will not begin 
u ntil nex t week, probably W ednesday 
or Thu rsday . 
Mr. Ford will appear 
v olu ntarily as a witness for the other 
side.

“ Is any male m em ber of this ju ry 
a member, past or present of a secret 
order known as the Knights of the 
Ku Klu x K la n? ” 
One of the eight 
men raised 
his 
rig ht hand. 
He was 
G arrison, 
who 
said: 
“ I belonged to the Klan one or two 
y ears ago last September. 
I v /as a 
ftiember for three 
months. 
I attend ­ 


ed only one meeting. 
1 do not belong 
now.” 
The ju rors were ex amined first in 
a body by Ju dge Ray mond. 
He set 
forth tha t 
he wou ld prefer 
in th; 
case to leav e ex am ination of ju ror 
to cou nsel, bu t that the ru le was that 
the ju dge 
m u st 
do 
this 
du ty . 
He 
added, howev er, that he wou ld depart 
som ew hat from th< ordinary proced­ 
u re ir perm itting attorney s to follow 
his q u estions with fu rthe r ex am ina­ 
tion, prov ided the ow stions of cou nsel 
did not retrace ; rou nd, cov ered by the 
cou rt. 
At the begin’ 'ng of the second day 
of trial 
the plaintiff 
(Sapiro) 
was 
sworn in as an attorney of the fed­ 
eral cou rt of this district. 
It was in­ 
tim ated he will share the legal activ i­ 
ties of his side with his chief of staff 
A ttorney Gallagher. 
Prospectiv e ju rors heard the cou rt 
read a long list of names to ascertain 
if they knew any of the persons in­ 
dicated in the list.

any farm organization or cooperativ e 
m arketing association?” 
Again no reply . 
Mrs. Abel was ex cu sed when she 
said she was acq u ainted with Mrs. 
H enry Ford, tha t they belonged to a 
social association and that her friend­ 
ship for Mrs, 
Ford wou ld preju dice 
her in fav or of the au tomobile m anu ­ 
factu rer. 
At the opening of T u esday ’s session 
Ju dge Ray mond denied a motion by 
Sapiro’s attorney s to bar parts of the 
Ford amended plea 
of ju stification. 
The cou rt held that su ch a motion if 
granted wou ld v iolate an earlier cou rt 
order. 
This decision apparantly gav e 
to Ford cou nsel wide latitu de in pre­ 
senting his defense.

Div ersified farming and many mar 
k ets close at hand in the state pre 
v ented Ohio farmers from being v ie 
tims of the unhappy conditions de-1 
v eloped 
in the 
large 
agricultural 
states in the west, Leo L. Rummel, j 
editor of the Ohio Farmer, told mem-; 
bers of the Optimist club Tuesday at 
the luncheon at the Neil House, Co­ 
lumbus. 
Products of Ohio farms are in de­ 
mand at mark ets often only a few 
miles distant, and no section of the 
state depends 
on a single crop, he 
said. The result was in ev idence last 
year when the dollar of the farmer in 
this state was equal in buying power 
to the dollar of the city residents, Mr. 
Rummel explained. 
Thirty per cent of the farm income 
of the state is from dairy products 
and the big industrial cities of the 
state absorb all products, supplying 
a daily dependable mark et. 
The in­ 
come of Ohio producers last year for 
chick ens was in excess of that re­ 
ceiv ed from the sale of hogs, he said. 
He 
is concerned mostly* with the 
dev elopment of the future. 
Ohio, he 
think s, is certain to dev elop largely 
along industrial lines, but not in the 
large cities. 
Industry will be decen­ 
tralized, shops and factories and mills 
will be in scores of the smaller cities 
and ev en in the smaller places where 
work ers may own their own homes, 
he said. 
That dev elopment will be at the 
expense of agriculture, because land 
now used for crops will be tak en ov er 
for industry and homes the work ers 
will require, Mr. Rummel said. That 
means 
a sharper 
contest 
in 
pro­ 
duction and that there must be the 
greatest possible progress in scientific 
agriculture if it is going to meet and 
master the problems, he said.
